2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-9 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Yoshimura et al [USPAT 6,611,635]. 

Yoshimura et al disclose a hybrid module comprising; 

An electro-optical componenet 628 [fig. 4-2, photodetector] ; 
An electronic component for amplifying [351, 352 in fig. 33]; 
A planar light wave circuit: and 

At least one optical waveguide 24f [fig. 4-2] embedded in the planar light wave circuit. 
In re claim 2, Yoshimura et al show a connector near 13. 
In re claim 3, Yoshimura et al show a mirror in fig. 105-108. 

In re claim 4, Yoshimura et al deary show the tapered portion of the waveguide in fig. 4-2. 

In re claims 5-9, Yoshimura et al teach at column 6, second paragraph that the substrate 12 can be made of aluminum 
material. It is clear that the aluminum material inherently functions as a heat sink. 

In re claims 8, the plurality of optical waveguides are shown in fig. 1. 

Claims 1-9 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus show industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
